THE wife of a New York man named 


Kitchener secured a, divorce in California 
and married a second^tteie. ^*fhw re- 
fused to retopilw the vaHdity of the Cali- 
fornia decree and himself sued for a divorce 
in New York, naming the second husband 
as co-respondent. Now the New York Su- 
preme Court has upheld his contention and 
decided that divorces granted hi other states 
on grounds not recognized byjhe New 
York law are not binding in New York state. 
Divorce laws are in a hopeless muddle, 


and will Continue to be so until the neces- 
sity of a uniform statute, good in every 
state, is recognized. As the case stands 
people may be legally divorced in one state 
but still married in another, or they may 
be legally married in one but bigamists m 
another. It is a subject which ought to en- 
care the serious attention of the legisla- 
tures, in an effort to secure absolute uni- 
formity. 


EXPENSIVE CITY GOVERNMENT 


A PHlLADELHnA paper, printed just 


a century ago, contained an item to the ef- 
fect that the expenditures of the New York 
City government for the year just ended 
-were in excess of a half mittioa dollars, all 
of which had been met from current funds, 
leaving a balance in the treasury. Which 
leads the New York Tribune to figure that 
with the population, of 100,000 then, the 
budget was $5 a head; while with the pres- 
ent population of 5,5oo,ooo the budget is 
$l92,7QO,000,.or about *3S a head. And 
in the intervening century New York has 
managed to get into debt to the tune of one 
billion dollars, or about the same as the to- 
tal national debt 
< 
There are several reasons, not u 


least of which is that the New York City of 
^ hundred years ago was not ruled by Tam- 
many Hall, with Boss Murphy at its head. 
In those primitive days it was possible to 
ret honest men in office now and then.-But 
imagine the New York of today finishing a 
vear with all expenses paid from current 
revenues and a balance in the treasury!

TEN or twelve years ago Panama was 


a part of the republic of Colombia. The 
United States was then conducting negotia- 
tions with Colombia for a canal right of 
way across the Isthmus, and after long and 
disappointing delays a treaty was arranged 
which was believed to_be satisfactory to _ . 
both governments. 
It was ratified by the 


American Congress and then sent to the 
Colombian congress for like action, where- 
upoti that body repudiated it. 


Then the people of Panama, who natu- 


rally were anxious to have the canal bwlt, 
revolted and proclaimed their independence 
of Colombia. They established a separate 
republic and within a few days it was recog- 
ni»*d by President Roosevelt, and later by 
all other nations. Realizing the futility of 
further attempts to suppress the revolution, 
with the United States backing the Pana- 
manians, Colombia made peace with its 
lost state." The treaty between the United 
States and Panama was then made where- 
by Panama received » 10,000,000 in cash 
for the right of way and relinquished con- 
trol of the Canal Zone: 
— 


These Events were the beginning of a 


grudge against this country which Colom- 
bia has nursed ever since. 
It contends, 


with truth, that the revolt of Panama would 
not have succeeded but for American sup- 
port, and that it thereby lost its most valua- 
ble state and all of the revenues and advan- 
tages which would have accrued to it from 
fee building of the canal. It wants an apol- 
*gy to appease its honor and some good 
American money to make good the loss.

question. There is no doubt that the loss 
of the Isthmus was a vital blow to Colom- 
bia for In controlling that narrow strip it 
held the strategic spot of the western hem- 
fiphere.
